Many are compounded from raw drugs imported in 
bulk. The manufacture of DDT is a recent addition to the list of locally made 
items, No antibiotice are made but are imported in emple quantity from the Us 
and UK. 


3. Prior to WWII, Germany supplied a large shere of the druge and the majority of 
the gurgicel instruments. Many of the surgical instruments are still in use. 
Also, a few drugs, such es aspirin, are still being used from the stockpile 
prought in from Germany prior to the war. 


i, Soviet drugs have been readily available but are little used, 
25X1 sneniy one hospital, in Tehren, There are no Soviet wholesalers maintaining 
25X14 supplies, and —, seen any sales literature, The drugs offered include 
penicillin and the sulphes, Soviet drugs are generelly considered inferior.
